British trade statistics show that tea 


Is driving coHeo out of the market In 
tho United Kingdom. 
England hat al- 


waya beeu » great country for tea drink- 
ing, and now tho British taste for that 
beverage is 
apparently stronger and 


more nearly universal thtm evor. In the 
United States, although a very groat 
portion of tho population is of almost 
unmixed British origin, coffee com- 
pletely overshadows tea In common use. 
There is no reason to believe that tha 
latter will ever become popular hero in 
the same sense thiucoftao is already, 
and the coffco trade increase? con- 
stantly. 


Nations differ in «uch matters to a 


very remarkable degree. 
Germany, 


liko tho United States,ls a coffee drink- 
ine country, and so Is Franco to a leas 
extent. Russia, on the other baud, is 
moro devoted to tea than England, and 
China and Japan 
care as littlo for 


coffee as the Turks rlo for Ihs tea 
which tho jellow races of eastern Asia 
consume In enormous quantities. 
In 


some cases the climate teems to bo a 
determining influence, the lower tho 
temperature the greater boine tho con- 
sumption of tea and the smaller tho 
coffee trad?. There are notable excep- 
tions, however, for Germany, where 
coffee leads by long odds, is a land of 
colder weather in winter thaa the 
British isles experience. Japau, where 
tea is universally used, IB warmer than 
Asia Minor whero tho Turks driuk 
coffee very freely. 


However, as a rule, the colder coun- 


tries prefer tea to coffee, and in the 
wetmer climates coffee is easily first in 
popularity.—Cleveland Leader.

Wo denounce the practice Irr 
Lha nifndlon bureau, so relentlessly and 
unjustly carried on by the present ad- 
ministration, of reducing pensions and 
arbitrarily dropping names from the 
rolls, as deserving tho severest condem- 
nation of the American people, 


Our foreign policy should be at alt. 


times ilrni, vigorous and dignified, and 
all our Interests In the Western Hemis- 
phere carefully watched and guarded. 
Thfl Hawaiian Islands should be con- 
trolled by the United Statop, and no 
foreign power fchould ba permitted t<> 
interfere with them; the Nlcaraguan 
canal bhould be built, owned and op or- 
ated by the United States, and by tho 
purchase of the Danish Islands WQ should 
secure a proper and much needed naval 
station In the West Indies. 


The innbsru'res of Armenians have 


aroused the deep sympathy and Just in- 
dignation of the American people, and 
we believe that tho United States should 
cxerclso all the Influence It oan properly 
exert to briny these atrocities lo an end. 
In Turkey American residents have been 
exposed to tho gravest dnngura and 
American property destroyed. 
Thorc 
and everywhere Anierican property must 
be absolutely protected at alt hazards 
and iU nny cost. 


We reassert the Monroe doctrine In 


Its fullest extent, and we reafl.trn tho 
right of (he Uuiil^cO States to glvo Llia 
doL-trlne effect by responding to the ap- 
peal? of any American slate for f rlentlly 
Inlorvuiitlon In case of European en- 
croachment. 


We havi? not Interfered and shall not 


Interfere with the existing iwpsosslons 
of any European power In this hemis- 
phere, but those iwssepslong must not, 
on any pretext, be extended. We hope- 
fully look forward to the eventual with- 
drawal of the European powers' from this 
hemisphere and to tho ultimate union of 
all English epeoktng parts of tho conti- 
nent by the free consent of Its Inhabi- 
tant 3. 


From the hour of achieving their own 


Independence, the people of the United 
States have regarded with sympathy 
the struggles of other 'American paoples 
to free themselves from European dom- 
ination. We watch with deep and abld- t 
Ing Interest the heroic battle of tha Cu- 
ban patriots against cruelty and op- 
pression, and our best hopes go out for 
the full success of their determined con- 
teat for liberty. 


The government of Spain, having lost" 


control of Cuba, and being unable to 
protect tho property nnd lives of, resi- 
dent American citizens, or to oomply 
with treaty obligations, we b el leva that 
the government of the United Status 
should actively use Its Influence and 
good olflces to restore peace and givs In- 
dependence to the Island. 


Tho peace and security of the republic 
and the maintenance of its rightful in- 
fiuence among the nations of tho earth- 
demand a naval power commensurate 
with Us position 
and 
res p on a I oil I ty. 


\Ve, therefore, favor the continued en- 
largement of the navy and a complqU 
system of harbor and sea coasl defenses. 


For the protection of tbe quality of 


our American clUeenahlp and of tha 
wages of our American 
worklngir.fln 
against the fatal competition of low- 
priced labor, we demand that ths Im- 
migration Inws be thoroughly enforced 
and so extended as to exclude from en- 
trance to the United States those who 
can neither read nor write. 


The civil service law was placed on th«
